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THE  DEPARTMENT  OE  ARCHITECTURE 


When  the  Faculty  of  the  College  decided  last  year  to  increase  the  entrance 
requirements  to  14  units  to  conform  to  the  i)resent  day  standard  in  American 
colleges,  the  opi)ortunity  was  taken  to  revise  the  curricula  of  the  Department  of 
Architecture.  'I'he  new  curricula  for  the  courses  in  Architecture  and  Architec- 
tural Fngineering  are  now  identical  for  the  first  two  years,  and  it  is  accordingly 
possible  for  any  prospective  student  who  desires  to  enter  the  architectural  held, 
but  who  is  uncertain  about  the  direction  in  which  his  abilities  lie,  to  defer  making 
his  choice  of  courses  until  the  end  of  the  second  year.  P>y  that  time  his  leanings 
toward  one  side  or  the  other  will  be  established. 

In  these  days  architecture  is  a very  broad  calling.  It  is  essentially  a line  art, 
the  art  of  building  beautifully,  but  one  which  deals  w ith  such  large  structures  that 
the  engineer  must  be  called  in  to  insure  the  stability  of  the  designer’s  creations. 
Then,  the  utilities  which  are  put  into  modern  buildings  are  so  much  more  complex 
than  was  formerly  the  case  that  it  is  hardly  to  be  e.xpected  that  one  mind  should 
be  able  to  solve  satisfactorily  all  the  problems.  These  iiroblems  tend  to  run  into 
two  groups  : the  problems  of  design,  for  appearance  and  arrangement  of  parts, 
and  the  structural  and  mechanical  problems  which  have  to  do  with  its  stability, 
usefulness,  and  comfort. 

These  two  sides  of  the  profession,  while  distinct,  overlap,  and  no  man  should 
call  himself  an  architect  who  is  able  only  to  design  and  plan;  nor  should  one  call 
himself  an  architectural  engineer  who  is  not  able  to  design  and  plan.  So  the 
architect  is  taught  the  essentials  of  construction  and  the  engineer  the  essentials 
of  design. 

A word  may  be  added  about  the  policy  of  the  Department.  Every  perfect 
thing  has  been  described  as  the  golden  mean  ; the  perfect  architect  is  not  one  who 
can  design  the  most  beautiful  possible  building.  Rather,  he  is  the  one  who  can 
make  the  most  out  of  the  means  at  his  command.  Not  only  this,  the  perfect 
architect  realizes  that  he  owes  one  such  duty  to  his  client,  and  another  different 
duty  to  society.  Not  only  must  his  individual  work  be  his  best  possible  solution 
of  the  commissions  entrusted  to  him,  ljut  he  must  take  the  lead  in  all  of  those 
movements  now  gaining  such  headway  in  this  country  for  beautifying  cities  and 
countryside,  and  for  conserving  [)roperty  and  life,  by  making  obligatory  better 
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Ituilding  and  housing  methods.  These  ideals  are  not  the  subjects  of  occasional 
lectures,  but  are  being  constantly  emphasized  in  the  instruction  offered. 

In  both  courses  the  students,  as  Freshmen,  are  thoroughly  grounded  in  the 
fundamentals  of  a college  education,  as  well  as  in  the  elements  of  architecture.  It 
is  here  the  student  is  first  taught  to  cast  shadows  and  to  handle  his  brush  in  archi- 
tectural rendering  that  he  may  attain  thorough  mastery  of  this  feature  of  his  work 
and  use  it  to  advantage  in  advanced  work. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  the  course  of  study  trains  the  student  further  in  the 
fundamentals  of  architecture  and  still  more  of  his  time  is  devoted  to  architecture 
and  kindred  subjects.  The  important  subject  of  architectural  history  is  gone  into 
in  minute  detail  from  the  Egyptian  Pyramids  to  the  highly  developed  Renais- 
sance examples. 

The  work  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  consists  principally  of  a substantial 
course  in  architectural  design.  The  aesthetic  as  w'ell  as  the  utilitarian  side  of  de- 
sign receives  especial  attention.  After  the  completion  of  the  course  in  History  of 
Architecture,  the  History  of  Sculpture  and  Ornament  is  taken  up,  giving  the 
student  more  advanced  knowledge  of  this  basic  element  of  design.  Instruction  in 
graphic  statics,  mechanics  of  materials,  plumbing,  heating,  ventilating,  structural 
steel  and  other  allied  subjects  also  receive  due  attention  in  the  preparation  of  a 
student  for  the  general  practice  of  architecture. 
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ADMISSION  TO  THE  FRESHMAN  CLASS 


Tlie  applicant  for  admission  must  be  at  least  i6  years  old,  and  if  he  comes 
from  another  school  he  must  present  a certificate  of  honorable  dismissal.  Admis- 
sion by  certificate  or  by  examination,  and  other  details  of  admission,  toj^ether  with 
general  information  concerning  the  Odlege,  will  be  forwarded  upon  ai)i)lication 
to  the  Registrar.

Full  Admission — h'or  full  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  the  applicant 
must  present  the  five  and  one-half  prescribed  units  in  list  A,  below,  and  eight  and 
one-half  units  from  list  IF 

Conditional  Admission — The  aiiplicant  who  presents  the  five  and  one-half 
units  in  list  A and  enough  elective  units  from  list  P>  to  make  a total  of  twelve  units 
will  be  admitted  conditionally.  Students  admitted  conditionally  must,  within  two 
years,  make  up  two  units  by  examination  or  by  extra  work  in  the  College.

Professor  Fountain,  after  graduating  at  A.  and  M.  studied  at  the  University 
of  Illinois,  and  at  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts  in  France.

In  the  death  of  Professor  Fountain,  the  College  lost  one  of  its  most  efficient 
officers — one  in  whom  the  students  had  the  utmost  confidence,  and  whose  enthu- 
siasm was  an  inspiration  that,  together  with  his  remarkable  talent,  brought  and 
M.  to  the  ])osition  she  now  holds  among  the  architectural  schools  of  the  country.

The  department  has  been  very  fortunate,  throughout  the  year,  in  obtaining  a 
number  of  art  exhibits. 

Among  these  were:  A collection  of  Medici  and  Copley  prints;  Flower’s 
water  colors  of  English  Garden  Scenes,  and  French  and  Belgian  Churches,  many 
of  which  have  already  been  destroyed  in  the  present  war;  etchings  by  Whistler, 
Zorn,  Childe  Hassen,  and  many  others;  an  exhibit  of  students  work  from  Wash- 
ington University;  an  exhibit  from  Warwick  House,  made  up  of  pictures  from 
the  collection  of  Sir  Charles  Roberson,  and  containing  many  examples  of  the  work 
of  Barrett,  Constable,  and  others.
